Recently he 
installed the elected deacons of the 
Church Councils in St. Philip’s 
Church of Philadelphia, St 
Andrew’s Church of Reading and 
St. Thomas' Church of Allentown. 

The following deacons ol 
various councils are: of St. Philip’s 
Church of Philadelphia, Messrs. 
Kaercher, Harry Smith, John Robin¬ 
son, Henry Siegle and Robert 
Young; of St. Andrew’s Church of 
Reading, Messrs. Kaercher, Harry 
Sommer, John AVise, Harrison Yoder 
and Edgar Hoshauer; of St. Thom¬ 
as' Church of Allentown, Messrs. 
Lloyd Charlesworth, Stewart Mc¬ 
Cormick, William Young, Mainley

A Ladies’ Aid Society of St. An¬ 
drew’s Church has been organized.
